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Upland has begun posting new 
speed signs for east - west streets 
south of Foothill Boulevard as the 
first phase of a citywide revision of 
speed limits. 

Wary motorists will notice that in 
most instances-where changes occur 
the legal limits will be increased 
slightly. j ; 

Capt. Merle Arneson of the 
Upland Police Department said that 
in cases where the speed limits are 
reduced drivers will be given war- 
nings rather than citations just after 
the changes for traveling at the old 
limits. : 

_ Peter Liu, the city’s traffic safety 
engineer, said Upland began its 
citywide speed survey this January 
and hopes to complete speed-zone 
revisions in three phases by the end 
of the year. 

The main purpose of the revisions 
is to set what Liu called “realistic 
speed zones’’ placing the majority 
of drivers within the legal limit. 

Upland hopes to reduce the 
number of traffic accidents by hav- 
ing more drivers traveling at close 
to the same speed when at the same 
location, Liu explained. 

The city created the traffic 
engineering division with the 
engineering department last year, 
and the citywide speed survey is 
Upland’s first. 

In determining the speed limits, 
Liu. said the city takes into account’ 
street width, traffic volume, sight 
distance for possible visual obstruc- 
tions and accident history. 

He noted that unless these factors 
eall for a lower limit the maximum 
legal speed is geared to the ‘‘5th 
percentile,”’ a state guideline. 

The 85th percentile is the limit at

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which 85 percent of motorists travel 
at that speed or slower. Liu said 
radar equipment paced the speed of 
about 150 vehicles at each location 
and the findings were fed to a com- 
puter to reach this number, alsa 
called the ‘critical speed.”’ 

The speed limits are set using 5 
mph increments and where the 


_ critical speed falls between mul- 


tiples of five, the lower speed limit 
will be used. 

Liu noted speed surveys. are re- 
quired by law to set limits other 
than 25. mph in residential and 
business areas or 55 mph in un- 
posted, undeveloped areas. 

Capt. Arneson said police have 
been tolerant in enforcing the 25 
mph limit where mast drivers are 
traveling 35 to 40 mph _ because 
citations ‘“‘would probably be thrown 
out of court’ under the critical 
speed guideline. 

Most drivers find the higher speed 
reasonable ‘‘so it.can’t be that bad’ 
for safety, he added. 


Law requires a speed survey once 
every five years for the findings to 
be valid in court for setting a legal 
limit, Liu said. 


Near schools signs will-carry a 25 
mph limit as the maximurn speed 
when children are present. In the 
Upland Town Center. the existing 
limit will be reduced from 25 to 15 
mph. 


City crews will work their way 
north from Seventh Street, putting 
up the new speed limits and replac- 
ing wood posts with galvanized 


metal.

in sewer rental charges

Upland homeowners will pay 25 
percent more in sewer rental 
charges this fall under the rate 
increases approved Monday night by 
the city council. 

Owners of single-family homes 
will be charged $2.25 per month 
compared to the current $1.80 rate. 
The new charge will show up as a 
$4.50 entry on water bills mailed 
every other month. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
the new rates are scheduled to go 
into effect on October’s bills. 

He noted the new rates continue 
the city’s policy set: last year of 
passing along annual, incremental 
increases to avoid any single, large 
jump in the sewer rental charges. 

“The costs of processing sewage 
through the regional contract 
continue to go up rapidly, and our 
costs of maintaining the sewer 
system continue to escalate,” 
Travers said. 

“This will not meet the escalation 
of costs this year. We will be 
reducing our fund balance even with 
a recommended 25 percent 
increase.” 

Upland’s sewage is treated at 
regional plant No. 1 of the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District in 
Ontario.

Liu said new speed signs from the 
second phase of the survey, mainly 
Foothill Boulevard to 16th Street. 
are expected to be installed in about 
two months. 

The engineering department is 
also conducting a separate evalua- 
tion of speed limits of the com- 
puterized traffic control on Moun- 
tain Avenue, he added.

apartment building and each mobile 
home will be $1.35 monthly. Owners 
of apartments and mobile home 
parks.currently pay $1.10. 

The rate for duplexes and 
condominiums will be $1.91 
compared to the current $1.53 
charge. 

The basic rate for businesses, 
manufacturing plants and offices 
will be $2.25 a month with an 
additional 56 cents for each water 
closet over two. 

The current basic rate for 
businesses is $2.66 a month for one 
toilet and 66 cents extra per 
additional toilet. 

Many businesses will pay less 
under the new rate because the flow 
factor in gallons a day has been 
reduced in this category. 

Lower occupancy of apartments 
and other residential units accounts 
for their rates being under the $2.25 
charged for single-family homes. 
Rates were. determined on a 


formula comparing sewage flow for 
various uses. 

Under a federal mandate in the 
Clean Water Act, Upland adjusted 
its rates last year so that industrial 
users not be subsidized by 
disproportionately higher rates for 
residents. 

Based on examination of their 
effluent, 15 users will pay 
substantially higher rates than other 
businesses. The list includes three. 
hospitals, three citrus houses and a 
variety of industrial businesses. 


San Antonio Community Hospital 
will pay the highest rate, $899.93 a 
month compared to the $813.51 it 
currently pays. 


Rates for restaurants are 
determined according to the number 
of square feet in each business. 


In other action, the council 
approved annexation of 107 acres oft 
the south side of 20th Street between 
Benson and Mountain avenues. ~ 


Upland dump closed to public 


Upland’s dump is filled to capaci- 
ty and has been closed to the public. 

Mike Matlock, assistant city 
manager for public services, said 
Thursday the city stopped issuing 
passes in January in anticipation of 
the dump site, located on the east 
side of Campus Avenue between 
14th and 15th streets, reaching 
capacity. 

However, he noted domestic and

=More than 70 Mt. Sam Antonio College air traffic 
management-control students have worked in Federal 
Aviation Administration throughout Southern California 
ower the past eight years. 

«The cooperative program between MSAC and the FAA 
dives the students hands-on training in FAA towers, 
radar control centers and flight service stations. 
«Started at the college in 1971 by aeronautics instructor 
Wesley Galloway, the program included a work- 
experience session in the summer. Then in the fall of 
1972, the program was expanded to include the regular 
fattthe spring semester as well, giving students the op- 
portunity to work under direct supervision of the perma- 
nent FAA facilities personnel all year long. 

At one time recently, seven of the nine controllers in 
Brackett Tower were MSAC graduates. 

Brackett Facility Chief Jack Nelson said the MSAC 
students have been the ‘‘most dependable, adaptable and 
conscientious trainees’’ he has ever supervised. 

‘They are totally and thoroughly interested in air traf- 
fic management, and are eager to learn all they can 
about the operations. This dedication is a direct result of 
their excellent training in the classrooms and labs at the 


college,’’ Nelson said. ‘‘Mt. San Antonio has sent us 


great people. I’ve seen their work at both Brackett and 
Ontario, and they learn quickly and well.’’ 

One of the first graduates of the MSAC program is now 
the assistant tower chief at Brackett. Marvin Shappi 
took his work-experience training at Ontario Inter- 
national, then worked at March AFB and Torrance 
before joining the permanent staff at Brackett. 

Ted Ortega, another graduate of the MSAC aero 
program, is also serving at Brackett, as is John Dyke, a 
current work-experience student. 

Carol Leif and Ron Babish, who took their hands-on 
training at Brackett this year, have just been hired by 
the FAA. Leif is now at Fox Field, Lancaster, and Babish 
is in Ukiah. 

John DuMiller is an air traffic specialist at the Ontario 
Terminal and Radar Approach Control (TRACON) 
facility. He trained at Brackett, then was hired there as 
a full time controller, before going to Ontario. 

DuMiller assisted in the development of the air traffic 
lab at the college, and was its first supervising techni- 
cian, helping new students learn the techniques of ter- 
minal and en-route radio control. 


Galloway said the training in the FAA facilities greatly 
augments the students’ on-campus class work. The work- 
experience allows students to monitor all air traffic con- 
troller functions, including ground and flight control, 


flight data information, weather, pilot briefings, and 


radar centers. 


“Our students are expected to maintain above average 


grades in all their classroom work and perform in an ex- 
ceptional manner in their work experience at the FAA 
facilities,"” Galloway said. 


Following successful completion of all requirements in 
the cooperative program, MSAC students are eligible for 
their FAA interviews and for advanced training at the 
FAA academy in Oklahoma City. Students receive. nor- 
mal trainees’ pay during their work-experience and 
Academy training.

Pacific Southwest Airline also offers discounts on its 
flights out of Ontario.

Golden West. meanwhile, doesn’t offer discounts. 


Short flights are more expensive to operate, according 
to Air California's Peterson, because ‘‘in a long haul you 
can fly at higher altitudes and that is more fuel effi- 
cent.” 


Atrline officials say operating cost is the main reason 
for the differences. 

‘The main thing about commuter fares is the per mile 
seat cost is much greater,’’ said Richard Biggs, director 
of community affairs with the small Golden West Air- 
lines 

Fares on smailer airlines with shorter routes are “‘pre- 
tty much based on operating costs totally,”’ Biggs said. 
And with rising fuel costs that have motorist swearing at 
the pumps, Biggs said he wouldn't be surprised to see 
most airlines increase rates another 6.6 percent within 
the next two months. 

“I think the airline industry as a whole right now is ex- 
periencing tremendous increases in fuel costs and that 
item alone necessitates an increase in air fares,” said 
Mark Peterson of Air California's public affairs depart- 
ment. 

Fuel costs, he said, have increased about 29 percent in 
just over two months. 


Some discounts on commuter flights are available, al- 
though some passengers complain they are difficult to 
obtain. 

Air California offers a 15 percent discount in conjunc- 
tion with its special tour packages. Aimed at the Califor- 
nia tourist, the packages includes car rentals, hotels and 
air fare, he said. 


In addition, Air California offers special fares to seve- 
ral other destinations, a discount of 33 percent to travel- 
ers who make reservations and pay a week in advance. 

One passenger complained, however, that he at- 
tempted to make economy fare reservations three 
months in advance and was told all economy fare seats 
had been sold on the flight he wanted. 

According to Air California officials, each flight for 
which the discount is offered has a quota, based on how 
many full fares it normally gets. Left over seats are then 
sold at the discount rate. Therefore, the percentage of

The most frustrating effect of 
Proposition 13 is that the public 
seems to want more and more of 
everything for less and less money, 
education experts said Tuesday. 

Education experts, researchers 
and lobbyists came together at the 
Claremont Colleges Tuesday to dis- 
cuss the effects of Proposition 13 on 
public education. 

People voted for Proposition 13 to 
cut the costs of public education, yet 
continue to expect schools to be the 
panacea of the public, the experts 
said. 

‘Finances have been taken over 
by the state while control is still be- 
ing sought locally,’’ said Mary Jane 
Merrill, past president of the local 
chapter of the League of Women 
Voters. 

Proposition 13 forced the cutback 


of many special programs but gave 
local school districts no flexibility to 
continue providing services, Merrill 
said. 

People seem ignorant of the fact 
that since the state now funds as 
much as 80 percent of a school dis- 
trict’s budget, it can impose un- 
favored requirements, she said. 

‘People are now asking schools to 
do what they used to ask God to do,”’ 
said Howard Harrison, superinten- 
dent of the Santa Ana Unified School 
District. 

They are dissatisfied and want 
schools to return to the basics of 
reading, writing and mathematics, 
Merrill added. 

‘We don’t actually have to return 
to the basics,’ said Harrison, “‘but 
we do need to re-emphasize in the 
elementary grades that children 
must be literate.”’

Claremont trustees 
ok budget increases 


Claremont school trustees Friday 
adopted a 1979-80 publication budget 
7.2 percent larger than the budget 
for the past fiscal year. 

The budget has been increased by 
approximately $1.1 million over the 
tentative budget, bringing the total 
to $14,652,559, according to Charles 
R. Abbott, business manager for the 
Claremont Unified School District. 

The 1977-78 budget was 
$14,003,724. 

While the budget has been in- 
creased this year, the enrollment is 
expected to drop 167 students, from 
6,105 during the past year to 5,946 
this fall. 

Abbott said there are still a num- 
ber of fine points which are to be 
worked out in regard to the new 
school finance and budget legis- 
lation during an additional county- 
wide technical workshop this 
weekend. 

Among the increases in the bud- 
get iterns was about $100,000 in sup- 
port service programs. Of this, 
funds will be spent to fill an admin- 
istrative post which was vacant dur- 
ing the past year. 

Abbott said that in spite of the dis- 
trict’s energy conservation pro- 
gram, the utility bills are expected 
to increase about $46,000 

On the other hand, the cost of 
driver education is expected to drop 
from $40.468 this past year to $29,700 
during the next year. 

Superintendent Richard S. Kir- 
kendall explained that fewer stu- 
dents are now in the classes where 
driver education is offered. 

‘We've passed our peak of the 


largest class. Enrollment in the high 
school grades is dropping a little 
each year,’’ he said. 

Items which had been considered 
for elimination but now have been 
retained include mini projects, a 
media clerk at the district library. 
special funding for library and me- 
dia improvements and board and ad- 
ministrative conference expenses. 

Items which were not added back 
into the budget included adult edu- 
cation allowance or fees, an extra 
teacher assigned to El Roble school 
and $10,000 for specific building 
maintenance projects. These three 
options would have added another 
$47,500 to the budget. 

The board also adopted the cafeie- 
ria budget and announced that no 
price increases in food costs is 
planned this year. 


Kirkendall noted that only 11 per- 
cent of the proposed school district 
budget will come from local taxes. 
In pre-Proposition 13 budgets, he 
said, about 50 percent of the dis- 
trict’s budget came from local reve- 
nue. 


In other action, the trustees 
agreed to a recommendation that 
bookkeeping procedures by the 
Claremont High School Associated 
Student Body business office be re- 
vamped to allow stricter control of 
funds and expenditures. 


The trustees also agreed to a re- 
quest from the District Advisory 
Committee that it be involved in the 
beginning integration programs 
along with other interested and. in- 
volved groups.

Although he advocated 
deemphasizing special programs, 
Harrison said he supported con- 
tinued development of bilingual 
education. 

All other conference panel 
members said bilingual education 
programs should be stressed, and 
noted the state legislature seems to 
agree. 

There is disagreement, however, 
on which bill currently before the 
state legislature would best ac- 
complish those goals, panel 
members indicated. 

Assembiy Bills 507 and 690 would 
both continue the development of 
bilingual education, but they con- 
tain similar provisions. They may 
now be rewritten into one bill. 

Assembly Bill 507, authored by 
Peter Chacon, D-San Diego, is 
generally considered to be more 
flexible, said Elizabeth Foster, 
bilingual specialist and lobbyist. 

AB 507 gives school districts the 
ability to train teachers, test 
students and develop programs un- 
der less strict guidelines, within a 
four-year period, Foster said. 

In contrast, AB 690, authored by 
Richard Alatorre, D-Los Angeles, 
requires that a core program be set 
up at every school with identified 
non-English and limited-English 
speaking students, Foster indicated. 

Without the flexibility to join 
classes and create broader, dis- 
trictwide programs, and without the 
ability to train teachers the way 
they see fit, districts may end up 
spending more under AB 690, 
without additional money from the 
state, she indicated.

and calmness.” 

She added, ‘‘In my paintings, I use 
one basic theme to suggest space. It 
consists of a simple geometric form 
in which horizontal lines are first 
arranged in a matrix to provide a 
strong background.

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California’s dairy ind- 
ustry can look forward to a 
period of relative stability 
and prosperity, according 
to a study released by Bank 
of America. 

In its ‘‘Milk Industry 
Report,’ the bank says 
consumption of most milk 
products is expected to 
reflect primarily popu- 
lation growth in the state. 

“‘However,’’ added Eric 
Nicnerson, associate econo- 
mist and author of the 
report, ‘‘volume growth 
will be more rapid for indi- 
vidual producers, pro- 
cessors, and distributors as 
a result of the declining 
numbers of competing 
firms at each marketing 
level.” 

In addition, he said, ‘The 
emergence of California’s 
dairy industry as a year- 
round supplier of a full-line 
of manufactured dairy 
products will enhance 
growth potential.” 

California ranks second 
among U.S. states in milk 
production, according to the 
report. However, Calif- 
ornia generally leads the 
nation in both average 
production per cow and size 
of average herd. 

The state’s milk 
producers can expect 
profitable operating 
conditions over the next two 
or three years, says the 
report. They will be aided 
by rising cattle prices, a 
relatively high milk-to-feed 
price ratio, and higher 
federal milk support prices. 


The favorable conditions 
will encourage milk 
production through herd 
expansion and high rates of 
concentrate feeding, with 
total milk production in 
California expected to 
increase about 2.5 to 3.5 
percent per year. With milk 


‘ usage in Class I (fluid or 


drinking milk), Class II 
(principally cottage 
cheese), and Class III 


(frozen desserts, such as 
ice cream) expected to 
grow along with the 
population — or about 1.5 to 
2 percent per year — milk 
available for Class IV 
(butter, cheese and dried 
milk) products will 
continue to increase. 

The bank’s report notes 
that existing producers will 
be able to take advantage of 
their improved cash flow 
and equity position to 
increase the genetic quality 
and size of their herds, buy 
new equipment, modernize 
facilities, and retire debt. 


The trend to larger and 
fewer producers will 
continue, ‘says the report. 
New entry of market grade 
producers will be limited 
due to the very large invest- 
ment required in quote (in 
effect, a state-issued fran- 
chise to sell market grade 
milk), cows, land, 
buildings, and equipment. 


Producer cooperatives 
will continue to be a 
vigorous marketing force. 
They will be a major source 
of new Class IV processing 
capacity in the San Joaquin 
Valley and Southern 
California. As a 
consequence, cooperatives 
may attract new members 
from milk producers 
presently under contract 
with integrated retail 
grocery chains. or 


proprietary milk 
companies. 
‘‘However,’’ says the 


report, ‘‘there is no indica- 
tion that a ‘super co-op’ will 
emerge in the foreseeable 
future to monopolize the 
state’s milk supply.” 


Operating margins are 
expected to improve for 
milk producers and 
distributors, according to 
the report. These margins 
have generally been very 
narrow in recent years 
because of state pricing

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State budget reduction brings cuts 


Cal Poly Pomona’s enrollment is 
expected to increase this year, but 
faculty and staff will be reduced 
because of state budget cuts. 

Nearly 50 faculty and staff 
positions will be eliminated due to 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s veto of 
a budget that had been approved by 
the state Legislature 

Cal Poly is one of two schools in

the 19-campus system affected by 
the budget cuts that has increased 
enrollment — a situation that cam- 
pus officials consider ironic. 

In order to implement the reduc- 
tions, some positions will be shifted 
and reductions will be made in tem- 
porary and part— time personnel. 

Class sizes are expected to in- 
crease and faculty is expected to 


teach more classes, campus of- 
ficiais say. 

In addition to personnel cuts and 
class restructuring, supply and ser- 
vices will be cut by about $160,000 

The supply cuts mean loss of 
equipment in almost all 
departments. 

Faculty was granted a 14 percent 
wage increase this year.
